“It passed each requirement with 
plenty to spare,” remarked Fire 
Chief L. G. Martin after the big 
new fire-fighting apparatus was put 
through numerous tests at the la­ 
goon in Harrisburg Township park. 
The tests, conducted by Warren 
G. Little of the state inspection 
bureau, lasted for three hours. 
It 
was tested two hours at volume, a 
half hour at pressure and a half 
hour at series. 
Martin said that the require­ 
ments on a spurt test were 550 
gallons per minute, that the Har­ 
risburg truck ran 699 gallons per 
minute at 170 pound pressure.

The new truck arrived shortly 
after noon yesterday and It was 
decided that the lagoon would be 
a better place for tests than the 
reservoirs north of town, where

Defense Mobilizer 
Planning On Long 
Period of Tension 
WASHINGTON <U.E) — Defense 
Mobilizer Arthur S. Fleming has 
told Congress the cold war may 
last 30 to 40 years and that the 
government is planning according* 
]y. 
Flemming, in closed-door testi­ 
mony released today by the House 
Appropriations Committee, said he 
is spending about a half-million 
dollars yearly on mobilization plans 
and that he sees no end to the 
outlay. 
“I am assuming a cold 
war, a period of tension, over 30 
to 40 years,” he said. 
Flemming said the Office of De­ 
fense Mobilization is working on 
three plans for war readiness and 
that plan “D-minus” is furthest 
along and will be tested in a na­ 
tionwide seven-day civil defense 
alert next June. 
This is the plan that covers ac­ 
tion necessary to deal with a nu­ 
clear attack “tomorrow” on the 
continental United States. 
Readi­ 
ness Plan “C” calls for general 
mobilization where there has been 
no attack on the U. S. itself; and

D” contemplates an attack 
on thit continent after a period in 
which to get ready.

“The state is spending millions 
of dollars annually on new high­ 
ways and traffic c o n t r o l — an 
amount certainly justified,” said 
Drummond C. Bell, lUinois chair­ 
man of the society’s April fund­ 
raising campaign. 
“But, by contrast, the $1,450,000 
that Illinois residents are being 
asked to contribute to cancer con­ 
trol In 1056 seems all the more 
important,” he added.

WASHINGTON apt — President 
Eisenhower is sparking the drive 
to tear down the temporary build­ 
ings that have been Washington 
eyesores since World War I. 
The President appointed F. Mo­ 
ran McCon'he, a veteran real es­ 
tate man and builder, to take the 
lead in ridding the city of its “ tem ­ 
pos.” 
Just like any other Washington 
resident, the chief executive has 
long been annoyed by the unsight- 
! ness of the temporary buildings.

Tourists and foreign e n v o y s have 
also thought this capital would look 
«i great deal better if the dilapidat­ 
ed frame buildings were to go. 
One visitor dubbed Washington the 
“ city of .stately marvels and un­ 
sightly hovels.” 
Ever since the end of World War 
ll, civic - minded Washingtonians 
have sought to destroy the “ tem ­ 
pos.” But each campaign failed for 
lack of funds and congressional 
support. 
Now, ac’ing as the President's 
special consultant, MeConihe will 
plan the shift of government em ­ 
ployes to better off.ee buildings. 
Government employes have com ­ 
plained long and bitterly again st 
the 
tempos. 
They’ve 
said the 
buildings are “ like ovens in the 
sum m er and deep freezers in the 
winter.” 
In some offices, buckets 
have to be placed around the ro o m s 
when it rains because of leaking 
roofs.”

Most of the tempos were built in 
1942 to accommodate the increas­ 
ed wartime employe population. 
There are about 38 still in use. cov­ 
ering more than 5,000.000 square 
feet and housing some 39.000 em ­ 
ployes. One weather-beaten struc­ 
ture. built in 1917, is still being 
used by the Navy.

159 Sudanese 
Suffocate 
In 'Black Hole' 


KHARTOUM, Sudan W -A n offi­ 
cial announcement today blamed 
suffocation for the deaths of 190 
Sudanese cotton farm ers jam m ed 
into a single room of a “ black 
hole” prison after their arrest Sun­ 
day in cotton riots. 


Representatives of the White Nile 
Tenants League said another 150 
tenants were killed by police gun 
fire in new rioting Tuesday at Kos- 
ti, 240 miles south of Khartoum. 


The victims of the “ black hole” 
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deaths 
were among 
334 cotton 
farmers arrested by police after 
their clamoring for higher prices 
for their crops exploded into riot­ 
ing Sunday. A spokesman for the 
owners of the Coda Agricultural 
Cooperative on the White Nile said 
the Sunday riots were Communist 
inspired. 
The cotton farmers were held 
in a room at an army barracks in 
Kosti for questioning. 
When the 
doors were opened Wednesday, 190 
of the prisoners were dead. Eight 
others were critically iii. 
Official 
.sources 
said the 334 
prisoners were crammed into a 
single prison ward, measuring 20 
by 65 feet, Tuesday morning. Au­ 
topsies on three of the victims es­ 


tablished suffocation as the cause 
of death, they said. 
The tragedy recalled the “ Black 
Hole of Calcutta” in India when 
123 of 146 Britons died 200 years 
ago when they were imprisoned 
overnight in a cellar during a na­ 
tive uprising.

WASHINGTON tlPi-Parent.s who 
believe thnt 
“ you can make a 
Christian of a child merely by 
sending him to Sunday school” are 
suffering from a •’dangerous de­ 
lusion,” a prominent religious edu­ 
cator said today. 
“ One of the tragic myths of our 
time,” said Mrs. Marion M. Kel- 
lerman, “ is 'he popular notion that 
you can rely on Sunday school to 
handle the job of Christian edu­ 
cation.” 
It is “ utterly unrealistic,” she i 
said, for parents to expect Sunday 
school to give a child, in one hour 
a week, all of the religious training 
and experience he needs to equip 
him for life. 
“ Not one child in a thousand 
can find a 
meaningful faith in 
Sundae school unless the lessons 
he is taught there are lived out 
at home in a family that under­ 
stand. and upholds the sam e val­ 
ues,” she said. 
Mrs. 
Kelleran has served for 
more than a decade as director 
of Christian 
education 
for the 
Episcopal diocese of Washington, i 
and 
a top Sunday school ad­ 
viser to the national council of j 
her church. 
She is also professor j 
of religious education at Virginia I 
Theological Seminary at 
nearby j 
Alexandria, Va. 
She said in an interview that 
not even an ideal Sunday school— 
with abundant 
classroom space, 
j fully trained teachers and up-to- 
date curriculum m aterials—-could 
do the job which many parents 
seem to expect of it. 
And the average Sunday school, 
she added, does not approach these 
ideal requirements. 
“ The Sunday schools are caught 
in the same crisis as the public 
school-,” she said. The tremendous 1 
influx of children since World War 
II—reflecting both a higher birth

nationwide resu r­ 
gence of interest in religion—has 
pushed enrollment to a record 37 ! 
million and has put a heavy strain 
on available facilities.
